The Fugitive Slave Case. 


The Shiloh Prisoners and the Treat- 
ment they have Received. 


Nearly Completed. , 


[Special Correspondence of the Chicago Tribune.) 
Camo, July 6, 1868.

They were thus confined four weeks, those at 
Macon, meantime, being comparatively well 
treated. At the expiration of this time they 
all came together in at Chattanooga, and 
from thence were taken to Bellefonte to be 
delivered to our officers. And here there 
those men were obliged te walt two days, with 
nothing to eat except corn some 
one to receive them. en. Mitchel was ab- 
sent at the time, and the colonel commandin 
having no orders, dare not take them, 
would not have done so but for the strenuous 
exertions and representations of the sufferings 
of the men of the rebel Col. Vane, who had 
them in charge, and to whom they all accord 
much praise tor the kindly manner in which 
he treated them. 

As it was, two train-loads were received b 
Lint at Bridgeport, and a third, numberio 
men, was to come, when Gen. Mitchel re- 
turned, and at once forbade the receiving of any 
more, and Col, Vane was obliged to return 
them to Chatianooga. From Bridgeport, tue 
released proceeded to Huntsville, from where, 
worn apg broken down by their long confiace- 
ncht, many of them sick and without shoes, 
they were obliged to march eighty miles, un- 
der a broiling sun to Columbia, while a wagon 
train, large enough to have conveyed. the 
whole number, accompanied their mircb 
loaded with cotion, Quite a puber sk kened 
on this march, some died.

Altogether, there seems to have been a dis- 
regard of the wants of these men almost un- 
accountable. While at Nashville, many of 
them were without blankets, shoes, cooking 
or eating utensils except of their own maunu- 
facture, and here — in the same situa- 
tion. Some of them Imve received no pay for 
pine monthe. 

They appear to have made the most of their 
situation while in confinement. Muy of them 
are fine-looking, Well informed men, and to 

event demoralization they formed bible- 
Classes, debating societics Kc., lu which they 
spent much of the time. There are no o. 
cers, commissioned or non-commissioned, 
among them, they being held for exchange. 
All the men are loud in praise of Gen Pren- 
ties. They say he did all a general could have 
done, and that if other officers on that day 
had performed their duty as well as did Gen. 
Prentiss, he would not now be a prisoner. 
‘Among them is J. H. Pike, a private in the 3d 
lowa, who for a long time previous to h's cap- 
tore had acted as hospital steward, and since 
their release ga medical director of the prieo- 
ners, furticshimg nearly all the medical treat- 
ment they base received, and in many cases 
supplying medicines and other necessaries 
from his own private purse.
